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UBC students occupy 
president's office in 
protest of fee hikes

Echoing the tactics of stu- 
dent activists in Ontario, a small group 
of University of British Columbia 
graduate students have taken over the 
office of UBC president David 
Strangway to protest excessive fee 
increases. 

Over 25 students marched 
into the office on March 20 equipped 
with sleepmg bags, cooking facilities 
and food in preparation for what could 
be a lengthy stay. 

The UBC Graduate Student 
Society says students are protesting a 
recent 3 1 per cent increase in tuition 
fees for new international graduate 
students and a 200 per cent increase 
for returning grad students, as well as 
the implementation of new technol- 
ogy and athletics fees that students 
feel are a default on the provincial 
government's tuition freeze. 

"These students are the high- 
est quality researchers from around 
the world who have been educated at 
their home country's expense and 
who are coming here to produce the 
highest quality research on behalf of 
UBC," said MakotoFu jiwara, a Ph.D 
student from Japan. 

"These students cannot be 
looked at simply as a source of rev- 
enue." 

They are demanding the tui- 
tion increase for international stu- 
dents be revoked, all new ancillary 
fees, and increases to existing fees, 
be revoked and that a binding student 
referendum be held an all such fees in 
the future, and that all protesters re- 
ceive amnesty from legal or academic 



discipline. 

"If the provincial govern- 
ment allows these fees at UBC, then 
they are defaulting on their tuition 
freeze" said Kevin Dwyer, president 
of the Graduate Student Society. 
"Everyone should have access to a 
university education. Not just the 
wealthy." 

UBC's Board of Governors 
reacted to the protest by agreeing to 
hold a binding student referendum on 
the new technology, athletics and 
ancillary fees. 

One of the protesters, 
Michael Hughes, says 35 students 
are now involved in the rally. Hughes 
says Strangway is not reconsidering 
the international tuition hike and is 
planning on leaving the country to- 
morrow for two weeks. 

"They're in for the long 
haul," he said about the student pro- 
testers. "But we have had success 
with the agreement to hold a student 
referendum [for the fee increases]." 

Hughes adds that they have 
been in contact with the Ministry of 
Education who only reiterated their 
unwillrngness to get involved. 

"The police have been here 
and left saying they're not going to 
do anything ," said Hughes. "Cam- 
pus security is preventing anyoneelse 
from entering the building." 

Hughes doubts the admin- 
istration will charge the protesting 
students with trespassing. "It would 
be unfeasible to evict that many stu- 
dents." 

The last several weeks have 
seen a rash of student groups occupy- 
ing university presidents' offices 
across Ontario in reaction to a gov- 
ernment announcement allowing uni- 
versities to increase average tuition 
fees by up to 10 per cent next year. 



Saskatchewan asking universities to 
leave tuition alone

The Saskatchewan govern- 
ment is asking its two universities to 
slow down on tuition fee increases in 
order to retain accessibility. 

In the provincial budget re- 
leased March 20, finance minister 
Janice MacKinnon said the govern- 
ment would make up for federal cuts 
to education for the next two years. 
The announcement was a surprise to 
the universities, who had been brac- 
ing forthe $5 million cuts MacKinnon 
had announced in last year's budget. 

In return, the government is 
asking the University of Saskatch- 
ewan to reconsider its recent an- 
nouncement of a ten per cent tuition 
increase and the University of Regina 
to consider the new budget in its 
determination of next year's tuition 



fees. 

"Wedon'texpect resistance. 
We expect that they will be prepared 
to say okay, we can now reconsider 
those decisions," MacKinnon told 
reporters. 

In addition to keeping oper- 
ating funding the same, the budget 
gave $ 1 million more to capital fund- 
ing for the universities for use in 
infrastructure and special projects. 
The government also committed $4 
million to support the sharing of tech- 
nology between the universities. 

The budget reflects recom- 
mendations made by Harold MacKay 
in his report on University Revitali- 
zation, released last fall. He encour- 
aged the government to support uni- 
versity cooperation and special ini- 
tiatives. 

Bob Mitchell, Minister of 
Post-Secondary Education, met pri- 
vately with university administrations 
on budget day to stress to them that 
the extra funding is intended to re- 
lieve the strain on students. 



"There was a general feel- 
ing around, clearly expressed by the 
student organizations, that the in- 
creases that had been announced at 
the U of S were too steep," said 
Mitchell. 

University administrations, 
however, will not commit to whether 
they will be changing the planned 10 
per cent increases. U of R president 
Don Wells says there are still prob- 
lems the universities have to deal 
with, such as inflation and ongoing 
costs. 

Students at the two univer- 
sities welcome the news that funding 
will not decrease and remain hopeful 
that tuition increases will not be as 
dramatic as expected. 

"The figures are different 
and we think that the universities 
should use that money to go directly 
to the students by decreasing the tui- 
tion levels they've already set," said 
Natasha Stinka, vice-president of the 
U of S student council. 



Proposed Funding Formula Penalizes 

Mount

Canada's university for 
women could see its budget slashed 
as the result of the first-ever joint 
funding proposal for Nova Scotia 
universities. Mount Saint Vincent 
University will take the largest hit of 
any Nova Scotia university from a 
Nova Scotia Council on Higher Edu- 
cation (NSCHE) proposal that rec- 
ommends 10.4% of the school's op- 
erating budget be cut — a loss of 
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approximately $1.27 million. 

University president Sheila 
Brown says the Mount community 
should not have to deal with this 
extreme situation "The Mount de- 
serves better treatment than this in 
this kind of approach." Steve 
Wetmore, chair of the NSCHE said 
the council is not recommending the 
Mount should have its funding cut, 
they are just proposing a funding 
formula. 

However, Brown says be- 
cause the Mount offers smaller classes 
and cost-effective programming they 
are penalized by the formula. She 
also says the proposed budget de- 
crease, scheduled to be carried out 
as of April 1, 1998, does not con- 
sider the Mount's unique mission 
statement. 

Mount Saint Vincent is the 
only university in Canada that in- 
cludes the personalized education 
for women in their mission. Brown 
refutes the Council's idea that this 
is not an important issue. "We're 
the only university in Canada that 
sets the priority on the higher edu- 
cation of women. I see no recogni- 
tion in this document that the Nova 
Scotia Council thinks that's an as- 
set. I think that the unique mission 
of the Mount is worth something 
and it isn't reflected anywhere in 
this kind of calculation." said 
Brown. 

The council's proposal is 
the first ever set in place to deal with 
shrinking federal transfer payments 
to provinces to pay for health care 
and education. In deciding how to 
formulate a plan, the council 
weighted each program according 
to the cost of implementation (at an 
assumed tuition rate of $3,000). 
They also considered the amount of 
money allocated for rural univer- 
sity travel expenses, salaries of fac- 
ulty, enrolment, and various 
other costs. 

"What we're trying to do is 
offer some predictability," said 
Wetmore. Mount Saint Vincent 



loses money not only because of their 
primarily undergraduate programs, 
but also because there is dispute over 
how to evaluate who is considered a 
student. The university is penalized 
because over 60 per cent of its popu- 
lation are part-time students. 

Part-time students are not 
considered as using the same amount 
of services as full-time students. 
Sheila Brown believes "a student is a 
student is a student." Brown also 
expressed concern that this proposal 
is the only option. "I would have 
much preferred to see three or four 
scenarios. I find it very difficult to 
access (the council's proposal) when 
we're given one scenario and jjeople 
get the impression that this is it. This 
is not it." 

Dalhousie University could 
also be hurt by the council's pro- 
posal. Three to 4 per cent of their 
budget would be lost, amounting to 
about $2.9 million. The University 
of King ' s College and the Nova Scotia 
College of Art and Design would see 
big increases of 14.1 and 17.2 per 
cent respectively. Saint Francis 
Xavier and Technical University of 
Nova Scotia would also see modest 
increases in their budgets. 

"There's only really one 
thing that I can guarantee in this whole 
funding formula, that the numbers 
are going to change," said Wetmore. 
Brown urged the Mount community 
to express their opinions to the 
NSCHE. "I want to stress that it is a 
scenario and we have the opportunity 
to share with the council our views on 
that. I have already assured them that 
we will be sharing our views." 

The Mount community 
plans to express its views with the 
help of a student lobbying group, 
planned letter writing campaigns to 
MLA's and MP's, public forums on 
the proposal hosted by the Mount, 
and input from various campus 
groups. A public forum will be held 
on March 25 for students to express 
their views. 
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Sudbury's Celebration a Success 

...but suffers a dubious beginning

Friday and Saturday of last 
week marked Sudbury's "Celebra- 
tion of Resistance", organized by lo- 
cal interest groups to mobilize voices 
opposed to the agenda of Mike Harris ' 
provincial Tories. There were nu- 
merous activities, beginning with 
what, ostensibly, was supposed to be 
an "information picket" at LU on 
Friday morning. 

The action at LU was a dubi- 
ous begirming to what was, accord- 
ing to LU Coalition organizers, an 
otherwise successful weekend of 
demonstrations. No less than three 
LU students were struck by automo- 
biles Friday morning and one union 
picketer was sent to hospital by am- 
bulance after having his foot run over. 
According to Inspector Grisdale of 
Sudbury Regional Police, the inci- 
dents have been "fully investigated, 
and no charges are warranted." 

This is probably little comfort 
to a fourth year Engineering student, 
Derek Novotny, who was clipped by 
a truck leaving the demonstration. 
The truck also damaged personal 
property, a portable computer, being 
carried by the LU student. 

LU commuters also com- 
plained bitterly of the long delay on 
Ramsey Lake Rd., and some reports 
of property damage caused by 
picketers have come to light. 

According to Larry 



Denomme, LU's chief of security, 
the demonstration did not go as well 
as expected, saying the union mem- 
bers who peopled the main entrance 
"were obstructing cars", which 
seemed to conflict with the stated 
purpose of the action. He did con- 
cede that the South Bay picket was 
operated within the spirit of "infor- 
mation picket", but the picketeers at 
the main gate, which included Sid 
Ryan who is the President of On- 
tario's CUPE, were adamant in ob- 
structing traffic. Denomme has re- 
ceived complaints from the LU com- 
munity that delays on Ramsey Lake 
Rd. were as long as two hours. 

Following the information 
picket at LU, some two hundred 
marchers congregated at Bell Park, 
marching to Civic Square, where they 
were joined by six hundred other 
activists. Todd Bosak of LU was 
impressed by the turnout, and indi- 
cated that LU was well-represented. 
Howard Hampton and Shelley Martel 
took part in this action, as did the 
group of high school students, self- 
styled Food not Bombs, who were 
the focus of a minor controversy in 
one of the local community papers 
last week. 

Saturday's Celebration of 
Resistance march attracted three- 
thousand participants, which was 
considered a positive turnout by or- 
ganizers, given the local nature of the 
demonstration and the non-partici- 



pation of certain local unions. In the 
tradition of other actions of this sort, 
the weekend's march was peaceful 
and without incident. 

The motions to change the 
by-laws of Senate, which would al- 
low the creation of two faculties at 
LU (See Senators Rebuke Acaplan - 
issue 20), was defeated last Thurs- 
day by a margin of one vote. Ac- 
cording to a well-placed source, the 
setback is not expected to change 
Administration's timetable for re- 
structuring. Senators will vote on a 
similar motion next month. 

An "open forum" to discuss 
the contents of a new Student Code 
of Conduct, which is to include a 
Student's Charter of Rights and Re- 
sponsibilities, was held here on Mon- 
day at 13:30. It was expected to be 
the only public discussion on the 
draft copy of the document, but nu- 
merous concerns slowed the proc- 
ess, and a second forum has been 
scheduled for Thursday April 3 in 
room L-303. The discussion will 
pick up at page 9 of the 18 page 
document, which is available at the 
SGA office. Lambda strongly rec- 
ommends that students examine the 
proposals and make their views be 
known, because the task force which 
produced this document is instructed 
to present its final draft for Senate 
approval in May. 



Heaviest Element Known Discovered

The heaviest element known 
to science was recently discovered 
by physicists. The element, tenta- 
tively named Administratium, has no 
protons or electrons and thus has an 
atomic number of 0. However, it 
does have 1 Neutron, 1 25 Assistant 
Neutrons, 75 Vice Neutrons, 1 1 1 
Assistant Vice Neutrons. This gives 
it an atomic mass of 3 1 2. Those 3 1 2 
particles are held together by a force 
that involves the continuous exchange 
of messon-like particles called mo- 
rons. 

Because it has no electrons, 
Administratium is inert, however it 
can be detected readily as it impedes 
every action and reaction with which 
it comes in contact. According to its 



discoverers, a minute 
amount of 

Administratium caused 
one process to take four 
days when completion 
would have occurred 
normally in under one 
second. 

Administratium 
has a normal half-life of 
approximately three 
years, at which time it 
does not actually decay 
but rather undergoes a 
reorganization in which assistant neu- 
trons, vice neutrons and assistant 
vice neutrons exchange places. Re- 
cent studies have hypothesized that 
atomic mass actually increases after 
each reorganization. 

Research at other laboratories 
indicates that Administratium occurs 
naturally in the atmosphere, but tends 
to accumulate at certain places such 
as government agencies, large cor- 
porations and universities. It usually 




can be found in the newest, best ap- 
pointed and best maintained build- 
ings. 

Scientists point out that 
Administratium is toxic in any con- 
centration and severely degrades pro- 
ductive activity wherever it accumu- 
lates. Attempts are in progress to 
determine how Administratium can 
be eliminated or at least controlled, 
but unfortunately the results to date 
are not promising. 




Greasy Spoon Goes 
Vegetarian

Is it a bold new beginning? Or the death of a Laurentian tradition? 
Reactions are mixed after the unveiling of a plan that will make the Hitching 
Post restaurant (affectionately nick-named the Greasy Spoon) an all vegetar- 
ian eating place as of this September. Marriett Foods announced last week 
that the Hitching Post restaurant will be the testing ground for a new, 
healthier approach to university food. If successful, the no-meat diet will be 
extended to all other eating places in the school by the year 2000. 

"University cafeterias are notorious for their unhealthy selection of 
food," says Marriett representative Camie Vora. "From deep-fried chicken 
fingers to fat-laden burgers, our students are bombarded with food choices 
that will kill them in the long run. We want to give the students a variety of 
healthy alternatives to the traditional cholestorel-soaked menu." 

Just what will the Hitching Post serve next year? "We're looking at 
a number of choices," says Vora. "Tofu-based products will probably 
replace the meat-based burgers and hot dogs. Falafels are also being 
considered. They have been popular at York University for a number of years 
and we feel that they could be successful here. Salads and vegetable stir-frys 
will also play a large role in the new menu." (Falafels are pita sandwiches 
made with a number of vegetable toppings and meatball-like balls made with 
chick-pea flower.) 

This program is revolutionary in both its scope and intent. It does, 
however, have a darker side. While hoping to promote healthy lifestyles, 
Marriett may also be infringing on the students' right to choose their own 
diet. Student rights activist Herb Iver is extremely upset with this new 
Marriett agenda. He feels that the all vegetarian format "alienates the meat- 
eating students of this school. Our school is already divided on a number of 
issues. This will just cause more arguments and general unhappiness among 
the student population." 

The debate over the ethical issue may be a moot point, however, as 
L. U. president Paul Ross is all for the idea. He has already pledged his full 
support for this initiative. He sees the move as "a great step forward for 
Laurentian University." He also feels that Mr. Iver "m issed the point. We are 
doing this for the good of Laurentian students. If we felt that this [program] 
would infringe on students' rights we would be forced to reconsider. I mean, 
we aren't saying that students can't eat meat, we just feel that it is our duty 
to promote healthy food options." 

B.Sc. Forensic Science 



Proposed

Dr. Fairgrieve, Anthropology Coordinator, is currently proposing the 
development of a B.Sc. in Forensic Science. At this stage in the development 
he is trying to gauge the level of interest among students at Laurentian. 
Currently there is only one program in Canada running out of the Erindale 
campus at the University of Toronto. Each year that program turns away 1 50 
students. If such a program could be developed at Laurentian it has the 
potential of attracting students not only from across Ontario, but also from 
across Canada. 

So far the proposal foresees a 4- year B.Sc, taken only as a combined 
specialization. The first specialization would be specifically in forensic 
science, with specific core subjects. This core would include a 2000 level 
course with a lab component on techniques in forensic science. Throughout 
the four years students would take various courses in the second specializa- 
tion of choice, in either anthropology, psychology or law and justice, who 
have already indicated interest in participating in the program. The biology, 
physics, chemistry and biochemistry, departments have yet to reply to the 
proposal. The fourth year of the program would include a placement called 
a "Forensic Science Apprenticeship." 

It should be noted that this program is only tentative and still needs 
to pass through the various internal and external committees of the univer- 
sity. Any interested students should sign one of the sign-up sheets to show 
their support for the development of the program. Sign-up sheets arc located 
in the Law and Justice Department, on the Biology student notice board and 
on the door of the Anthropology Coordinator, room A-241 .

minute. While the SGA was support- 
ing the protest, they were not the ones 
who organized the protest. Once 
they heard that protesters at the main 
gate were stopping cars for what was 
a ridiculous amount of time, they sent 
people over to try to reason with them 
and get them to start letting cars go 
through a little quicker. Not a chance 
of that happening though. 

People have complained about 
their cars being damaged or over- 
heating, protesters being hit by irate 
motorists.

As well, I explained that compa- 
nies must have an Ontario registra- 
tion number and a tmst account to 
legally sell travel in this province. 

Mr. Amold wrote that the 
"irony of it all" was that Laurentian 
University funds Travel CUTS as 
partofthe tuition fee. The only irony 
in that statement is its inaccuracy. 

Instead, time has proven the 
actual "irony of it all" to be Mr. 
Arnold's letter itself. It was written 
long before his Inter-Campus clients 
left for holidays without knowing 
where they were staying. It was 
written before those clients slept six 
in a room, paid $ 1 5 for a cot ot slept 
on air mattresses. It was written 
before they were sold discount cards 



that were not recognized. It was 
written before we received several 
letters from students expressing fms- 
tration that Mr. Amold got off the bus 
in Toronto and they have been unable 
to find him since. 

An it was written before the 
Ontario Ministry of Consumer Af- 
fairs began investigating the at least 
1 5 - 20 complaints against Inte-Cam- 
pus.

Needless to say, there were some 
disappointed faces and irritated clients, when they realized that it is not 
standard procedure to leam the whereabouts of their accommodations the 
day of arrival. As a Tour Guide, I felt responsible for the welfare of these 
clients even though my responsibility for them ended when we arrived at our 
destination. Arrangements were made with the hotel staff to give these 
students a place to stay until some sort of confirmation from Inter-Campus 
was given. 

After several hours, a representative from Inter-Campus was finally, 
located and notified of the situation. Inter-Campus did not own up to their 
mistake and made no effort to smooth the rough waters with their clients. As 
the week progressed, I learned through the clients that their Tour Company 
in which they trusted continued to let them down. These students spent three 
hundred odd dollars to arrive at a destination of unfulfilled events. They were 
promised a planned itinerary of daytime and evening events, when in 
actuality they were only valid to Breakaway clients. Their accommodations 
were unsuitable and disappointing. They were promised a room with three 
to four people sharing, where in fact they received a room with six people and 
a couple of air mattresses. These students did not spend all that money and 
travel that distance to be abandoned and crowded in a room with inadequate 
sleeping arrangements. 

Daytona Spring Break is supposed to be lifetime experience, not a ' 
memory to forget! Inter-Campus definitely made sure that these clients 
would think twice about which travel company they book with for their next 
Spring Break Experience.

We apologize for anyone who was impeded for a considerable time but the 
SGA were not organizers of the event and had no knowledge that non- 
students would be taking part in the protest. One of our main objectives is 
to unite students against education cuts and fight for accessible education. 
At the same time for every upset student, faculty or staff there were many 
more who were very supportive and gave encouragement. Picketing and 
occupation of someone office is executed to make a point and create 
awareness. The real work comes after all the cameras have gone home and 
the negotiations begin. The SGA appreciates the support shown by other 
unions for educational issues but chooses to demonstrate in a different 
manner. The SGA will continue to strive for high quality accessible 
education in the future. We are committed to working together with all 
students to ensure that Laurentian is dedicated to the concerns of students. 

On behalf of the SGA we wish you all the best in the final month of 
your studies and good luck on exams. For those of you who will be 
graduating this year good luck in what ever you do next year and remember 
to promote Laurentian where ever you go.

L.U. President looking to 

Capreol for new research 

facility

L.U. President Paul Ross, in a surprising act of opportunism, has just 
purchased the Capreol High School building for an undisclosed sum of 
money. Furthermore, he plans to have the building vacated by April 31 'st. 
It seems that the students presently attending Capreol High School will be 
transferring schools earlier than previously expected. The school was 
supposed to be closed at the end of this school year, at the earliest. Once the 
building is vacated, it will be transformed into a scientific research and 
storage facility for Laurentian University. 

The president sees this as an excellent opportunity to expand into the 
community while providing Laurentian with a much needed addition to its 
current research labs. It is also a cheaper alternative to the school's plan to 
purchase the Wilted-Green Center. "I feel that we are moving into a very 
exciting time for the university," says Dr. Ross. "With the success of the 
capitol program, it is imperative that we continue our commitment to worid- 
class research." 

The building, to be renamed the Capreol-Laurentian University LifE 
Science facility (C-LULES), is just the first step in a plan to make Laurentian 
a more visible member of the Sudbury community while also increasing the 
variety and number of research projects undertaken by the school. "It's time 
that we made our presence known," says Ross. "It's obvious that the Ramsey 
Lake Road campus is extremely isolated from the community at large. With 
the creation of C-LULES, we feel that we are moving towards more active 
participation in the community around us. This [C-LULES] is an excellent 
beginning to what we hope will be a long and productive relationship 
between the school and the Sudbury region." One benefit to the community 
is that C-LULES will be mandated to provide hands-on experience to high 
school science students in an authentic laboratory environment. This will 
hopefully foster increased interest in the sciences. 

Other proposed projects in this new initiative include the creation of 
the Falconbridge Outer-space Observatory and Laboratory-Laurentian 
(FOOLL) at the site of the former Falconbridge radar facility by mid-July. 
A third project is in the works, though details have not been released as of 
press time.

However, 
as Mr. Francis Humor, president of 
the Friends Of Old Laurentian Stu- 
dents (FOOLS) protest group stated, 
"there is stil I far to go." To voice your 
approval of the Dr. Ross's proposal, 
phone the FOOLS hotline at 675- 
1151 ext.

U of T's History jumps to Humanities

In what one education critic is calling "the most significant development in Canadian education since the 
Veteran's Rehabilitation Act", the University of Toronto's History Department announced Friday that its bid to 
align itself with the Humanities has been approved by the Board of Regents. 

Randall Donner, spokesperson for the History Department made the announcement at a press conference 
downtown Toronto, saying "the move will allow History to rediscover itself and, we hope, will improve the quality 
of historian turned out by Toronto." 

Joan Under, Director of the Bottom Up Club, and a self-styled "social historian" who earned her Doctorate 
at U of T, was not impressed. "It's just another example of the Old Boys' Club making sure history remains nothing 
more than nationalistic myths", she said at a hastily called press conference on Thursday evening, effectively 
ruining the History department's "surprise". 

Mr. Donner questioned her assessment of the situation. "Ms. Under's standing within the community is 
tenuous at best," he said. "The Department is virtually unanimous in supporting this move." 

The decision to join the Humanities comes in the midst of a restructuring campaign at the University. 
Although the Department was "virtually unanimous", the Senate and Board of Regents were not. After a lengthy 
Senate debate, which postponed restructuring issues for two weeks, the motion was passed by a very narrow 
margin. 

The Board of Regents debate ended with similar results, but with a little more colour. Some of the 
Governors were particulariy critical of the History Department's timing. Said Harry Simms, "They rammed it 
through - that's all there is to it! Some of the older guys want to be there [the Humanities], and they're more than 
happy to have them. They used this period of political maneuvering to accomplish what they've failed to do for 
some time now. We shouldn't be surprised." 

Next week, the U of T History Department is expected to unveil its new curriculum, which will come into 
effect this fall "frosh". Mr. Donner says the change should promote "interdisciplinarity", not inhibit it. "In fact", 
said Donner, "under the new system, students will be able to take six additional credits from the traditional social 
sciences... At the same time, our 
alignment with the Humanities 
is a better assessment of the his- 
torian's academic contribution." 

Mr. Donner added that 
History students currently en- 
rolled at U of T, should not be 
adversely affected. "All the 
courses that were offered when 
they registered will be offered at 
least one more time - twice in 
the case of core courses. They 
should see their academic advi- 
sor to be sure they make appro- 
priate decisions." 

Ms. Under, in the mean- 
time, hopes the Canadian his- 
torical community will "con- 
demn" U of T's decision, and 
plans to circulate a petition at 
the next Canadian Historical As- 
sociation's annual conference, 
to be held next month.

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MICROSOFT Bids to 
Acquire Catliolic Church

VATICAN CITY (AP) -- In a joint 
press conference in St. Peter's Square 
this morning, MICROSOFT Corp. 
and the Vatican announced that the 
Redmond software giant will acquire 
the Roman Catholic Church in ex- 
change for an unspecified number of 
shares of MICROSOFT common 
stock. If the deal goes through, it will 
be the first time a computer software 
company has acquired a major world 
religion. 

With the acquisition. Pope 
John Paul II will become the senior 
vice-president of the combined com- 
pany ' s new Religious Software Di v i- 
sion, while MICROSOFT senior 
vice-presidents Michael Maples and 
Steven Ballmer will be invested in 
the College of Cardinals, said 
MICROSOFT Chairman Bill Gates. 

"We expect a lot of growth 
in the religious market in the next 
five to ten years," said Gates. "The 
combined resources of MICROSOFT 
and the Catholic Church will allow 
us to make religion easier and more 
fun for a broader range of people." 

Through the MICROSOFT 
Network, the company 's new on-line 
service, "we will make the sacra- 
ments available on-line for the first 
time" and revive the popular 
pre-Counter-Reformation practice of 
selling indulgences, said Gates. "You 
can get Communion, confess your 
sins, receive absolution — even re- 
duce your time in Purgatory — all 
without leaving your home." 

A new software application, 
MICROSOFT Church, will include a 
macro language which you can pro- 
gram to download heavenly graces 
automatically while you are away 
from your computer. 

An estimated 17,000 peo- 
ple attended the announcement in St 
Peter's Square, watching on a 60-foot 
screen as comedian Don Novello —in 
character as Father Guido Sarducci — 
hosted the event, which was broad- 
cast by satellite to 700 sites world- 
wide. 

. Pope John Paul II said little 
during the announcement. When 
Novello chided Gates, "Now I guess 
you get to wear one of these pointy 
hats," the crowd roared, but the pon- 
tiff's smile seemed strained. 
The deal grants MICROSOFT exclu- 



sive electronic rights to the Bible and 
the Vatican's prized art collection, 
which includes works by such mas- 
ters as Michelangelo and Da Vinci. 
But critics say MICROSOFT will 
face stiff challenges if it attempts to 
limit competitors ' access to these key 
intellectual properties. 

"The Jewish people in- 
vented the look and feel of the holy 
scriptures," said Rabbi David 
Gottschalk of Philadelphia. "You take 
the parting of the Red Sea - we had 
that thousands of years before the 
Catholics came on the scene." 

But others argue that the 
Catholic and Jewish faiths both draw 
on a common Abrahamic heritage. 
"The Catholic Church has just been 
more successful in marketing it to a 
larger audience," notes Notre Dame 
theologian Father Kenneth Madigan. 
Over the last 2,000 years, the Catho- 
lic Church's market share has in- 
creased dramatically, while Judaism, 
which was the first to offer many of 
the concepts now touted by Christi- 
anity, lags behind. 

Historically, the Church has 
a reputation as an aggressive com- 
petitor, leading crusades to pressure 
people to upgrade to Catholicism, 
and entering into exclusive licensing 
arrangements in various kingdoms 
whereby all subjects were instilled 
with Catholicism, whether or not they 
planned to use it. Today Christianity 
is available from several denomina- 
tions, but the Catholic version is still 
the most widely used. The Church's 
mission is to reach "the four comers 
of the earth," echoing Microsoft's 
vision of "a computer on every desk- 
top and in every home". 

Gates described Microsoft' s 
long-term strategy to develop a scal- 
able religious architecture that will 
support all religions through emula- 
tion. A single core religion will be 
offered with a choice of interfaces 
according to the religion desired — 
"One religion, a couple of different 
implementations," said Gates. 

The MICROSOFT move 
could spark a wave of mergers and 
acquisitions, according to Herb Pe- 
ters, a spokesman for the U.S. South- 
em Baptist Conference, as other 
churches scramble to strengthen their 
position in the increasingly competi- 
tive religious market. 



RAI INVESTS $125 MILLION IN 
MICROSOFT NETWORK 



VATICAN CITY - A division of 
Italian television giant RAI said 
Wednesday it has invested $125 mil- 
lion for a 20 percent stake in 
Microsoft Corp.'s planned on-line 
computer service. The Microsoft Di- 
vine Network. 

The investment lays the ground- 
work for delivering planned on-line 
religious services to personal com- 
puters over television cable, which 
will allow much faster and richer 
transmission of data such as sound 
clips and video than is permitted to- 
day over regular telephone lines. 

"We are big believers in connect- 
ing PCs to cable for on-line because 
it gives us more bandwidth to do new 
kinds of applications using audio and 
video," said Ziggy Marm, general 
manager of the Microsoft on-line 
services group. 

Under the agreement, RAI's Vati- 
can Technology Ventures has made 
an all-stock investment in the newly 
formed Microsoft On-line Church 
Partnership, which will hold the as- 
sets and cash flow of the planned 
on-line service. 

The service was announced in 
November and is expected to be 
launched next year as an optional 
feature (Microsoft Church) of the 
Windows 95 operating system, which 



now is expected to be available in 
August 1995. 

The service will be offered at first 
over telephone lines, but Don 
Novello, senior vice president of the 
RAI-Vatican technology unit, said 
by 1996, some on-line services likely 
will be delivered over cable as cable 
modems and other equipment are 
perfected. 

While RAI would market and 
distribute the service to the 20 mil- 
lion households, the relationship 
would not be exclusive and the cable 
provider would offer connections to 
any on-line services available and 
requested by its customers, Novello 
said. 

America on-line, CompuServe and 
other on-line service providers have 
been testing the possibility of deliv- 
ering their services over cable rather 
than telephone lines. 

The partnership announced 
Wednesday, which long had been 
rumored, is one of several between 
RAI and Microsoft. The two compa- 
nies also are about to begin a 
small-scale test of interactive televi- 
sion services broadcasting from the 
Vatican, and have announced plans 
to develop a cable television channel 
focused on computing, which Novello 



said will be launched next year. 

Rob Goldman, an analyst at 
Imperial Sh wain, said the latest agree- 
ment was strategically important to 
both companies and signaled an in- 
creasing convergence of media on 
the information superhighway. 

"I think it is very strategic for 
Microsoft to try to leverage their in- 
vestment in an on-line service to be 
able to offer it to RAI's 20 million 
households," he said. 

"Ultimately you ought to able to 
access this through your television 
and not just your personal computer. 
Having the same on-line service con- 
nected to (both) would be a very 
powerful thing." 

Executives of the two companies 
did not provide details on how they 
arrived at a figure that values The 
Microsoft Divine Network at $625 
million even though it likely won't 
begin operation until August. 

"We negotiated a fair valuation 
based on what we know today," 
Novello said in a Vatican conference 
call with reporters and analysts. 

Mann said Microsoft had no cur- 
rent plans to take on additional equity 
partners in the on-line business, "but 
if the right deal or right partner came 
along we'd be open to that."

"The crea- 
tion of this subsidiary will allow both 
Xerox and Volkswagen to compete 
more effectively on the new informa- 
tion highway. With Xerox's strength 
in document systems and 
Volkswagen's strength in vehicular 
technology we should be able to offer 
the best document delivery systems 
in the world." said Paul Allaire, CEO 
of Xerox. 

The company will be 
headquartered in Oberunterdorf , Ger- 



many and its CEO will be long-time 
Volkswagen executive Johann 
Kaefer. Kaefer, upon being asked 
what the new company's first prod- 
uct might be, gave this answer: "We 
vill be combining Xerox's printing 
technology vith our venerable sports 
sedan technology to produce the Ink 
Jetta. This sporty little machine vill 
print from to 60 pages in less than a 
minute and vill provide customers 
vith some real Fahrvergnuegen on 
the Infobahn." 

The Ink Jetta will be a port- 
able printer and is slated to have the 
latest safety features for use by mo- 
bile computing customers. These will 
include "four rubber feet on the floor" 
for added traction and air bags to 
protect the user in the event of a 
system crash. 

Standard features on the 



printer will include four doors (to 
allow adding black and three colored 
inks separately) and air conditioning 
(to prevent color melt during hot sum- 
mer months). Optional features in- 
clude cruise control for the paper 
feeder, racing stripes, and a sf)ecial, 
heavy-duty suspension system that 
allows the printer to stay level even 
when the floor tilts up to 30 degrees 
(this will be a standard feature on all 
models sold in California). 

In addition to the Ink Jetta. 
several other products are in the plan- 
ning stage, including a"Docu-truck", 
a "Docu-van", and a sports-utility 
system. The latter will offer the abil- 
ity to scan, print, or copy anywhere, 
including such non-urban environ- 
ments as remote log cabins, 
backpacking tents, under water, and 
outer space.

Different Origins of 
Rpril Fools Day 



The way I heard it: Originally, New Year's Day was April 1 . Later, 
when the Church changed the calendar, they also changed the date for the first 
of the year. However, some people continued using April 1 as the date of the 
new year. These people were refered to as "April Fools" 
At least, that is what I heard. Your mileage may vary. 
Dang ! And just when this thread was petering out too. By some stroke of luck 
Harvey was remarkably close with his story of the origins of April Fool's 
Day. Panati's _Every Origins. .._ book supports the change in the calender 
origin as well. His point being that the change in the Gregorian calender by 
King Charles IX in France. As pointed out to some degree by others, France 
once celebrated New Year's beginning on March 25. This festival ran for a 
week with the exchange of gifts, and ended with parties on April 1 .

After giving my two cents' 
worth about a couple of Sudbury 
cafes, I thought I would change the 
topic and put my money where my 
mouth is. I want to talk about some- 
thing some people love to do, some 
hate to do, and some do a little too 
much of: shopping. Clothes shop- 
ping, to be exact. I know this may 
sound like a costly venture, but that 
all depends on where you shop, now 
doesn't it? I'm a sucker for a good 
deal, and after many extraneous hours 
of seeking out prime outlets for ma- 
jor deals, I would like to spread the 
news: buying clothes does not have 
to wring your pockets dry! Through 
my ravaging escapades for that one 
of a kind look, I have happened upon 
the perfect setting for Ye, of little 
cents: Second Hand Clothing Bou- 
tiques. 

Now that society has kicked 
into a recycling craze, along with the 
recent retro fashion frenzy, stores 
hosting gently used clothing seem to 
be the "in" thing, which is wonderful 
news for ultra-cheapos like myself. 
Some venues of this type in Sudbury 
include the YWCA, the Salvation 
Army Thrift Shop, the Jarrett Centre 
and Value Village. Each has their 
pros and cons. All have prices that 
would make J.R. Eaton cry. 

The Salvation Army Thrift 



Shop is located on Larch and Lasalle. 
Not only is it a great place to get 
clothes, the Larch St, location also 
has appliances and fumiture. In addi- 
tion, both locations give students an 
extra 20% discount. For example, I 
recendy got an oven like new for 44 
bucks. 44 bucks! There is an addi- 
tional $20 delivery charge, so you're 
better off if you know someone with 
a truck. Also, all clothes are colour- 
coded, and every day one colour is 
50% offthe ticket price. Fridays one 
colour is 90% off the ticket price. 
You could walk away with a Suzy 
Shier shirt for a quarter or a cool 
blazer for a buck. Jeans are always 
$5. 

The YWCA is located in a 
house on Elm St. (note it's not the 
YMCA), and is a way cool place to 
get professional or dressy looking 
clothes, from suits to dresses and 
more. OK, I know most guys won't 
want the dresses. But there are rooms 
full of guys', children's and wom- 
en's clothing, all at very reasonable 
prices. I bought a bunch of business 
clothes for five bucks apeice, saving 
hundreds. It also has lots of typical 
garage sale items for next to nothing. 
Profits go towards projects and fa- 
cilities that protect women, like shel- 
ters. 

If you're driving down Notre 
Dame you may have noticed the last 
two shops I mention, the Jarrett Cen- 
tre and Value Village. These two 
differ greatly. The former, a small 
store, dimly lit, has racks of clothes 
varying in price from $2 to $10. 
Sometimes sales offer jeans or skirts 



for one or two bucks, but at the end of 
the season, clothes sell for an incred- 
ible $1 a bag. Yes, you read that 
right. This store is unique because 
most of its employees are Sudburians 
who have some sort of disability and 
all the profit goes back into commu- 
nity projects. 

Then we have the Goliath in 
the family — Value Village. The 
prices are pretty good, but the range 
is a little higher than in the shops 
previously mentioned, going from 
$ 1 to $30 or more. Prime shopping 
time is when the store has a "50% off 
sale," but there's a trade off for long 
lines. The best thing about this place 
is the variety, with dishes, sports 
equipment, fumiture, books, etc., all 
at reasonable prices. This has a de- 
partment store layout with lots of 
aisles, bright lights, and constant an- 
nouncements thanking you for help- 
ing the comrr.unity . However, which 
community is that? This store is 
putting the Jarrett Centre in financial 
jeopardy. It solicits donations over 
the phone and makes donors think 
they are helping the Sudbury com- 
munity, when profits actually go to 
the Ontario Association of Commu- 
nity Living, and is then distributed 
further. This may be something to 
think about as you are in line buying 
that expensive-looking jewelry for 
50 cents, and the winter coat for $5. 

One disadvantage of shopping 
in these establishments is variety. If 
you are very small or very large, it 
may be hard to find the perfect item. 
The Value Village and Salvation 
Army on Lasalle seem to minimize

assures you that the library would 
never do anything deliberately that 
would impair its ability to offer serv- 
ice. Any change it makes is designed 
to offer more efficient service to us- 
ers. As a start, the Amiable Librarian 
admits you are correct: this summer 
it is the library's intention to move 
public documents, along with 
Mr. Stradiotto, down to the second 
floor. But you should know three 
things about the move. 

First, only "core" documents 
will be moved. As you can imagine, 
these will include the statistical ma- 
terial, as well as legislative debates, 
bills, statues, and other material that 
the library does not think should cir- 
culate, the material which remains 
will be available for circulation in 
line with an earlier Senate motion on 
this topic. Mr. Stradiotto will be di- 
rectly involved in the decision-mak- 
ing process as to what goes. 

Second, all public documents 
will remain organize.d according to 
the familiarCODOC system and thus 
thcv will remain as a distinct collec- 



tion The On-line Catalogue will be 
receded to indicate which are on the 
second floor and which are on the 
third. 

Third, Mr.Stradiotto will still 
be available to help students for ex- 
actly the same hours that he is at 
present. It is true that, positioned at 
the main reference desk, he may also 
be involved with questions that have 
nothing to do with public documents. 
But it is also true that other staff there 
will — the library's biggest concern 
with the current arrangements is that 
with when Mr.Stradiotto is not around 
(breaks, evenings, sick days and va- 
cations), it has become much more 
difficult to service public documents 
from the second floor. The Amiable 
Librarian acknowledges that other 
staff will have to be trained in the use 
of the collection so that they can 
assist in Mr.Stradiotto's absences but 
rest assured, he will continue to be 
the library's front line sf)ecialist in 
documents, just as other reference 
staff will continue as specialists in 
their respective areas.
